Holder: Pakistan 
group helped direct 
failed car bombing 


Washington 

Saying they obtained new evidence, 
senior White House officials said 
Sunday that the Pakistani Tali- 
ban were behind the failed Times 
Square bombing. 

The attempt marks the first time 
the group has been able to launch 
an attack on U.S. soil. And while 
U.S. officials have downplayed the 
threat — citing the bomb’s lack of 
sophistication — the incident in 
Times Square and the Christmas 
Day airline bomber indicate grow- 
ing strength by overseas terrorist 
groups linked to al-Qaeda even as 
the CIA says their operations are 
seriously degraded. 

The finding also raises new 
questions about the United States’ 
relationship with Pakistan, which 
is widely known to have al-Qaeda 
and other terrorist groups operat- 
ing within its borders. 

Concerning the Pakistani Tali- 
ban, Attorney General Eric Holder

said: “We know that they helped 
facilitate it; we know that they 
helped direct it. And I suspect that 
we are going to come up with evi- 
dence which shows that they helped 
to finance it. They were intimate- 


ly involved in this plot.” 

John Brennan, the president’s 
homeland security and counter- 
terrorism adviser, made similar 
remarks, linking the bomber to the 
Tehrik-e-Taliban Pakistan. 


Rights Revoked? 

In the wake of the Times Square 
bombing plot, the Obama admin- 
istration said on Sunday it wants 
to work with Congress on possible 
limitations of the constitutional 
rights afforded terrorism suspects 
— even for American citizens. Attor- 
ney General Eric Holder said chang- 
es may be needed to allow law en- 
forcement more time to question 
suspected terrorists before they 
are told about their Miranda rights 
to a lawyer and to remain silent un- 
der interrogation, (ap) 


Faisal Shahzad, a U.S. citizen 
of Pakistani descent, is thought to 
have spent five months in Pakistan 
before returning to the U.S. in Feb- 
ruary and preparing his attack. 

Brennan rejected suggestions 
that the attempted bombing shows 
that terrorist groups overseas were 
gaining strength. 

“They now are relegated to try- 
ing to do these unsophisticated 
attacks, showing that they have 
inept capabilities in training,” he

BP desperate to stop 
leaks after failure 
of containment box 

Gulf of Mexico 

A growing collection of crippled 
equipment littered the ocean floor 
Sunday near a ruptured oil well 
gushing crude into the Gulf of 
Mexico, the remnants of a mas- 
sive rig that exploded weeks ago 
and the failed efforts since to cap 
the leak. 

On the surface, a fleet of ships 
maneuvered to deploy the lat- 
est stopgap plans hatched by BP 
engineers desperate to keep the 
Deepwater Horizon disaster from 
becoming the nation’s worst spill. 
An estimated 3.5 million gallons 
has risen from the depths since the 
April 20 explosion that killed 11, a 
pace that would surpass the total 
spilled in the Exxon Valdez disas- 
ter by Father’s Day. 

A day after icelike crystals 
clogged a four-story box that work- 
ers had lowered atop the main leak, 
crews using remote-controlled sub- 


marines hauled the specially built 
structure more than a quarter-mile 
away and prepared other long-shot 
methods of stopping the flow. 

Chief operating officer Doug 
Suttles said BP was thinking about 
putting a smaller containment 
dome over the massive leak, believ- 
ing that it would be less vulnerable. 
The smaller dome could be ready to 
deploy Tuesday or Wednesday. 

“We’re going to pursue the first 
option that’s available to us, and 
we think it’ll be the top hat,” Sut- 


tles said. 

As BP weighed its options on 
the mainland, waves of dark brown 
and black sludge crashed into a 
boat in the area above the leak. 
The fumes there were so intense 
that a crew member of the support 
ship Joe Griffin and an AP pho- 
tographer on board had to wear 
respirators. 

Meanwhile, thick blobs of tar 
began to wash up on Alabama’s 
white sand beaches, yet another sign 
of the spill’s rapid growth, (ap)

Coal Mine Blasts Kill 12 in Russia 


Rescuers, miners 
among 83 trapped 
after two explosions 

Moscow 

Rescue workers scrambled to save 
83 people trapped in Russia’s larg- 
est underground coal mine after 
two explosions killed at least 12 
people and injured dozens more, 
officials said. Among those still 
trapped early Monday were rescue 
workers who had entered the Sibe- 
rian mine after the first blast. 

A high level of methane gas 
after Sunday’s second, more pow- 
erful blast raised fears of further 


explosions and prevented more res- 
cuers from going into the mine for 
the rest of the day. 

Only early Monday was the first 
rescue team sent down to try to 
bring out five miners whose loca- 
tion had been established, said Val- 
ery Korchagin, a spokesman for the 
Emergency Ministry. It was not 
clear, however, whether the min- 
ers were still alive, he said. 

The second explosion destroyed 
the main air shaft and all of the 
mine’s above-ground structures, 
the governor of the Siberian region 
of Kemerovo told Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin during a meeting 
with emergency officials, according 
to a government transcript.

More than 500 emergency work- 
ers from across the country strug- 
gled throughout the day to ventilate 
the mine and rebuild mine shafts 
so the search for those trapped 
could resume, Korchagin said by 
telephone from Kemerovo, about 
2,000 miles east of Moscow. 

By late Sunday, it was still 
too dangerous to enter the mine 
because of high levels of methane 
gas, said Emergency Minister Ser- 
gei Shoigu, who flew to the scene 
from Moscow to take charge of 
the operation. “Now we have to do 
everjThing possible to avoid a third 
explosion,” the state news agency 
RIA Novosti quoted him as tell- 
ing miners’ families, lynn berry (ap)

After six days of minicamp drills, Donovan McNabb 
is the undisputed leader of the Washington Redskins.

Temperatures are rising, the school 
year is ending, and vacations are 
on the brain. 

If you and your family want to 
go away for more than a few days, 
renting a beach house or lakeside 
cabin can cost about half as much 
as a hotel stay. That means more 
cash to spend having fun. 

Rentals are being reserved at a 
faster clip than just a year ago, but 
it’s not too late to plan this sum- 
mer’s family getaway. 

“There’s plenty of time,” said 
Maria Kirk, the owner of Shore- 
SummerRentals.com, a compa- 
ny that matches the owners of 
1,400 properties in seven Eastern 
states with renters. 

“If they’re really picky, they 
need to get started now,” she says. 
“If they want a deal, they may want 
to wait because there’s always going 
to be something available.” 


Here are some tips on finding 
an inexpensive summer rental. 

Be Flexible on Location 

As it gets closer to your vacation 
date, you may have to make some 
compromises if you want to get a 
deal, said Alexis de Belly, vice pres- 
ident of U.S. brands for Homeaway, 
which lists about 400,000 rental 
properties around the globe. 

“If you can book at the begin- 


ning or end of the season, typically 
you’ll find more availability at bet- 
ter prices,” he said. 

Meanwhile, consider putting a 
few miles between your rental and 
your vacation activities. Opting for 
a rental a few miles away from the 
hottest spots can cut costs. 

“If you look a little further away 
from the main attraction, the pric- 
es go down quite dramatically,” de 
Belly said.

Or Criminal Fakes? 


Law against phony 
military decorations 
challenged in court 

Alexandria 

It certainly looked real. It had the 
right font, right seal. It was even 
signed by the secretary of the 
Navy. 

But Doug Sterner, self-appoint- 
ed guardian of the nation’s military 
decorations, immediately suspect- 
ed there was something fishy about 
the Marine’s citation for the Navy 
Cross, one of the military’s most 
prestigious awards. 

Sterner noticed that the cita- 
tion was supposedly signed in 
1968 by Navy Secretary Paul H. 
Nitze. But Nitze was secretary only 
until 1967. 

Sterner, who lives in Alexandria, 
knew that in his obsessive quest to 
compile a database of recipients of 
the military’s top decorations, he 
had found yet another phony. This 
time, the man he outed was Rich- 


ard Thibodeau, who for years had 
proudly spun tales of heroism, and 
even had his awards hung in a local 
veterans museum. 

Since 2006, thanks to a federal 
law Sterner helped craft, claiming 
an unearned military decoration 
has been a federal offense. 

But now the law is being chal- 
lenged in court by free speech advo- 
cates who say that lying about mil- 
itary valor may be shameful but 
should not be criminal. The First 
Amendment’s guarantee of free 
speech means that if burning the 
flag is legal, then wearing unearned 
medals should be, too, critics say. 

“[People] lie about their age, 
their sexual orientation, their mar- 
ital status,” said Jonathan Libby, a 
California public defender whose 
client is challenging the law “What 
would prevent Congress from out- 
lawing any of that?” 

Making self-aggrandizement 
a crime, they say, violates the very 
notion of freedom American ser- 
vice members fight for. Christian

Willingham’s homer 
makes the difference 
in defeat of Marlins 

The Nationals 

Facing the Florida Marlins, a team 
they once couldn’t beat, the Wash- 
ington Nationals on Sunday again 
made all the plays necessary to win 
a close game, something they once 
couldn’t do. 

In every way, the Nationals 
have separated themselves from 
the maladies of the past two sea- 
sons, a fact reinforced Sunday 
afternoon during 
the team’s 3-2 vic- 
tory over the Mar- 
lins before 21,299 at 
Nationals Park. Josh 
Willingham blast- 
ed a game-winning 
home run in the eighth inning, lift- 
ing the Nationals to 17-14, three 
games above .500, their season’s 
high-water mark. 

The Nationals won for the 
fourth time in six games and 
secured their sixth series victory, 
something they didn’t accomplish 
last season until July 22. 

After losing a late-inning lead 
for the second-straight day, the 
Nationals won on Willingham’s 
blast to left field off Clay Hensley, 
preserving another dominant start 
by Livan Hernandez, who allowed 
one earned run in seven innings. 
It also helped Matt Capps earn his 
13th save in 14 chances with a per- 


fect ninth inning. 

The Marlins tied the score in the 
eighth, costing Hernandez a chance 


at his fifth win. Untouchable for most 
of this season, Tyler Clippard occu- 
pied the mound for a crucial run for 


the second-straight day. After Sean 
Burnett gave up a leadoff single in 
the eighth, Clippard entered and 
allowed a single and a walk, load- 
ing the bases with no outs. 

Clippard got ahead of Jorge 
Cantu 0-2, but Cantu crunched a 
sacrifice fly to left, and the Marlins 
had knotted the game at two. Clip- 
pard escaped the inning by strik- 
ing out Dan Uggla and inducing a 
groundout by John Baker. So when 
Willingham’s home run provided 
the difference, Clippard notched 
his league-leading sixth win.

Dressed in his Sunday red shirt, 
Tiger Woods bowed his head and sat 
in silence in front of his locker. 

He was supposed to be on the 
ninth hole at the Players Champi- 
onship. In another stunning twist 
for someone whose life used to be so 
predictable, Woods withdrew sud- 
denly with neck pain that he fears 
might be a bulging desk. He plans 
to have an MRI next week. 

Woods was so frustrated that 
he slammed his golf shoe to the 
floor while taking questions from 
three reporters. “Fve been playing 
through it,” Woods said of pain he 
first felt before the Masters. “I can’t 


play through it anymore.” 

Woods said he did not know 
what caused the injury, only that 
“playing doesn’t help it.” He took 10 
questions before going into a phys- 


ical therapy trailer for 37 minutes 
and leaving the TPC Sawgrass. The 
only time he has ever mentioned his 
neck was during his news confer- 
ence last month at the Masters. 


Woods was taken to the hospi- 
tal Nov. 27 after driving his SUV 
over a fire hydrant and into a tree, 
the infamous accident that set off 
shocking revelations of extramari- 
tal affairs that led to his five-month 
break from golf. When asked at 
Augusta what injuries had sent 
him to the hospital. Woods said, 
“I had a busted-up lip and a pretty 
sore neck, and that was it.” 

He didn’t mention the pain when 
he missed the cut last week at Quail 
Hollow. But it something was obvi- 
ous wrong Sunday on the seventh 
hole at Sawgrass. After hitting his 
tee shot well right. Woods called for 
an official. He hit his second shot 
and grimaced, then walked to the 
middle of the fairway, shook hands 
with playing partner Jason Bohn and 
left in a golf cart. Fans gave him a 
warm ovation, with one man shout- 
ing, “Hurry back. Tiger.” (ap)

Injured Wrestler Takes Big Steps 


College Wrestling 

With the neck brace partially hidden 
by the collar of his bright blue grad- 
uation gown, Buffalo wrestler Dan 
Bishop wondered why every college 
graduate across the country shouldn’t 
deserve this type of attention.

Like many nonprofit workers, Michelle Fon- 
cannon has had her share of disheartening 
days at the office. As a campaign assistant 
for the puppy mills project at the Humane 
Society of the United States, the 25-year-old 
is often faced with difficult animal cruelty 
cases. But rather than depending on happy 
hour beers to dull the disappointment, she 
counts on comfort from her cube mate. In her 
case, that means a furry hug from Maxwell, 
her 4-year-old cocker spaniel-poodle mix. 

“With the nature of our work, it’s good to 
have a happy dog running around,” says Fon- 
cannon, who lives in Columbia, Md. “He’s such 
a bundle of happy energy — he boosts morale.” 
Though Max’s therapeutic role is a welcome 
perk, the pup isn’t at the office on official busi- 
ness. Rather, he’s just one of many four-legged 
friends who commute with their owners to the 
Humane Society’s headquarters each day. 

The Humane Society may seem like an 
obvious workplace to welcome pets, but

just one in a pack of Fido-friend- 
ly employers across the Washing- 
ton region. 

According to a survey by the

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pie are happier when pets are in 
the office ” 

On dog days at Zcomm, you’ll 
find plenty of wagging tails, too. 
“Dogs and cats are social animals. 
For them, it’s kind of like going to 
Disneyland for a day,” Vetere says. 
When the initial thrill wears off, 
though (for, ahem, colleagues of 
both the two- and four-legged per- 
suasions), the office settles down 
to business as usual. “Once they 
get into the routine of the day, they 
just hang out and mellow, curl up 
with different people and check 
the trash cans for food,” says Joan

Carrese Sineni, 48, the executive 
vice president at Zcomm, who fre- 
quently brings her two Weimara- 
ners to work. 

After all, pets are creatures of 
habit just like their human counter- 
parts. The Humane Society thinks 
establishing routines is an essential 
element of a successful pet policy, 
requiring a minimum commitment 
of three days a week for employ- 
ees who wish to bring their dogs 
to work. They also implement dog- 
gie gates on cubicles and strict dog- 
free zones. “The dogs fade into the 
fabric,” says Jennifer Fearing, who 
led the pet initiative at the Humane 
Society three years ago and wrote 
a book on the process called “Dogs 
at Work: A Practical Guide to Cre- 
ating Dog-Friendly Workplaces” 
($22, Humane Society Press). “If 
you went to one of our offices, you 
would have no sense of how many 
dogs are there. You can’t hear them, 
and the people who work there are 
used to them being there. It’s a very 
calm environment. The goal is not 
to have a dog park.” 

While dogs’ being neither seen 
nor heard might be ideal for an 
office setting, some workplac- 
es that host dogs allow for an all-

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paws-on-deck approach. Personal 
trainer George Kassouf, 53, runs a 
fitness studio on the first level of 
his Shaw rowhouse. His assistants 
are Buddy, a 63-pound hound mix, 
and Logan, a 40-pound Labrador 
retriever mix. Though the pooches 
laze on their dog beds for the dura- 
tion of most sessions, they offer 
encouragement, too, like the occa- 
sional face lick while clients stretch 
on the floor post-workout. 

“One client told me, ‘The only 
reason I like training with you is 
your dogs,”’ Kassouf laughs. “It 
makes the whole experience a lit- 
tle more personal. When dogs walk 
into a room, your blood pressure 
tends to lower — it has a calming 
effect on your system.” 

That soothing power canine 
companions can provide is fun- 
damental to the ministries at St. 
Columba’s Church (Columba.org) 
in Tenleytown, where the staff 
counts four dogs among its ranks. 
Two pooches — a standard poodle 
and border collie — help out at St. 
Columba’s Nursery School. 

“Having animals in a program 
like ours — with young children — 
teaches so much about how to read 
the emotions of other living crea- 
tures, including their friends, by 
watching their bodies and seeing 
how they express themselves non- 
verbally,” explains nursery direc- 
tor Julia Berry, 55, who says she 
recently looked out her office win- 
dow to see a few kids had buried 
Stella, her border collie, shoulder- 
deep in the sandbox. Stella patient- 
ly sat still “like a sphinx.” 

Indeed, a pet’s good-natured 
appeal can offer social capital, 
according to Fearing. She says co- 
workers’ chatting about pets often 
leads to new professional synergies 
that never would have been made 
without a cuddly icebreaker. 

And at the end of the day, a pet’s 
loyalty and patience are contagious, 
no matter the venue. “Dogs really 
have a way to pick up on tension,” 
Fearing says. “In this era of layoffs 
and budgets, work can be stress- 
ful. Being able to reach down and 
pet your dog, or being able to be 
around dogs, has a tremendous 
calming, softening effect on the

Q&A 

A police officer turned music agent. 
A Navy captain who became a cir- 
cus manager. A botanist who traded 
plants for making chocolate. Those 
are a few stories of major career 
changes from the baby boomers 
and retirees Kerry Hannon inter- 
viewed for her new book, “What’s 
Next: Follow Your Passion and Find 
Your Dream Job” ($23, Chronicle 
Books). Their tales from the trench- 


es are a rich source of advice and 
tips for anyone contemplating a 
serious job switch. We spoke with 
Hannon, a personal finance con- 
tributing editor and retirement 
correspondent for U.S. News and 
World Report, about how to pre- 
pare for and what to expect from 
an extreme career makeover. 

Why don’t we all pursue our 
dream jobs from the get-go? 

I think what happens is people 
come out of school and they’re 
really on this money track in many 
ways. Often your first job is very 
practical. And I think, at that point, 
you get stuck. You’re kind of mov- 
ing along, and it’s hard to put the

pause button on and think about, 
“Is this really what I want to be 
doing?” When you get out of school 
and have tuition bills, it’s really 
hard to say that, “I’m just going 
to do this because it’s my passion,” 
when management consulting is 
paying bigger money. 

What can younger workers learn 
from the baby boomers and retir- 
ees profiled in your book? 

As you go through your working 
life, you’re gathering up skills. 
You’re gathering up things that 
you will take along with you in 
your little kit to your next career 
or next job. There is no job that is 
not beneficial to you. Maybe you 
have to do something initially 
when you get out of school to pay 
back your tuition bills; maybe you

have to compromise. There’s noth- 
ing wrong with that. But keep an 
eye on what skills you’re devel- 
oping, SO, when you’re ready to 
move forward with something 
you’re passionate about, you have 
great technical skills, good peo- 
ple skills, good marketing skills. 
No job is wasted. 

What are some key things to do 
before contemplating a career 
switch? 

The most important thing you can 
do for yourself and give yourself the 
most opportunity to be a success, 
is to get your personal finances in 
order. Pare down your debt or get 
out of debt, downsize if possible or 
whatever it is you need to do to try 


to trim back your living expens- 
es. If you’re going to make a career 
change, regardless of the stage of 
life you’re in, you’re probably going 
to take a cut in pay, at least initial- 
ly. If you have an idea of what you 
want to do, this is a great time to 
reach out to people, to volunteer, 
to moonlight to get a sense of what 
these jobs absolutely entail. 

How can test-driving your dream job 
through something like an intern- 
ship or volunteering be helpful? 

I think there’s always this romance 
that the grass is greener on the 
Other side. You might say, “I’ve 
always wanted to open a bed-and- 
breakfast; wouldn’t that be fantas- 
tic?” Then you get there and start 
doing the job and it’s hard work. 
Often, the people that I interviewed 
who are successful are working lon- 


ger hours than they ever did in their 
Other jobs, but they love it. It’s not 
that this is a panacea for the work 
world. You’re still working, so it’s 
important to understand what the 
job is going to entail. 

Why are mentors so vital? 

If you can find someone you trust 
to have your back, so to speak, they 
can give you the sort of feedback 
and advice that your friends can’t 
necessarily give you. They know 
the field, and they, hopefully, learn 
to know you and your skills, and 
can give you their unbiased opin- 
ion and advice. They can tell you 
what the job entails or what lies 
ahead in a way that no one else 
can do. Those relationships are 
critical, but they’re not that easy to 
build. You have to work at them a 
little bit. Start by asking them for 



some simple help; start small. And 
always say thank you. 

What are some of the benefits of 
having a career you’re truly pas- 
sionate about? Are there any 
drawbacks people tend to be 


unaware of? 

The sense that when you get up in 
the morning you really look for- 
ward to your day — that’s the pri- 
mary benefit of doing something 
you love. The drawbacks are that 
you may not be as financially secure 
as you were before, you may end up 
working longer hours, and you’re 
taking a risk. I think it can be a lit- 
tle scary for people; it really takes 
a lot of determination and confi- 
dence to move forward. 

What surprised you about the 
career changers you interviewed? 

No one second-guessed themselves; 
they had complete confidence. 
You have to believe in what you’re 
going to do. There are going to be 
setbacks. You just have to be pre- 
pared and know that it’s going to 
take some effort, beth luberecki

A new restaurant 
will rule Anacostia’s 
dining scene — at 
least for a little while 

Entrepreneurship 

Natasha Dasher is a third-gener- 
ation Washingtonian who, as the 
daughter of a former city hous- 
ing administrator, knows her way 
around town. So, when she left 
her corporate marketing job in 
Houston last year to return home 
and start a restaurant, she knew 
which areas to consider before 
she began talking to brokers and 
landlords. 

She chose Anacostia. 

In July, if permitting and con- 
struction continue as planned. 
Dasher will open the Uniontown 
Bar & Grill, a 1,500-square-foot 
spot for sandwiches, salads and 
cocktails that she thinks will thrive 


in a neighborhood where there are 
few dining options that don’t rely 
on a vat of grease and takeout plas- 
tic foam containers. 

That the restaurant would be 
the first sit-down place to get a 
bite and a beer after work in one 
of the city’s poorer neighborhoods 
is not lost on Dasher, who grew up 
in Southwest. It will offer antibi- 
otic-free meats and fresh juices 
as mixers. The name — Union- 
town — is what the neighborhood 
was called when it was first devel- 
oped as a whites-only suburb in 
the 1850s. “I have the ability to 
change the nature and tone of a 
neighborhood,” she said. 

But that doesn’t necessari- 
ly make it good business. Sign- 
ing a 10 -year lease in Anacostia, 
a neighborhood that many Wash- 
ingtonians and visitors — often 
unfairly — associate mostly with 
poverty and violence seems like 
a head-scratcher when there are

vacancies with reduced rents being 
offered in wealthier parts of town. 
Others have tried — but failed — to 
open here; planners of a restaurant 
and lounge, a jazz club and a bar- 
becue joint all pledged to open in 
the neighborhood in recent years 
and failed. 

Greta Fuller, an advisory neigh- 
borhood commissioner in the area. 


said the idea is “more than wel- 
come and is long overdue.” 

“People have made claims 
before, and I haven’t seen any- 
thing,” she said. 

Dasher, who worked as a mar- 
keting manager for Houston- 
based Satterfield & Pontikes Con- 
struction before deciding to open 
Uniontown, considered space on 
14th Street Northwest, near the 
new Target. But she isn’t alone 
among local, independent res- 
taurateurs in settling on a loca- 
tion that many would consider 
less choice. The owners of Mar- 
vin, a popular U Street bistro and 
lounge, plan a new restaurant and 
bar on Georgia Avenue Northwest 
this fall. Michael Landrum, owner 
of Ray’s the Steaks in Arlington, 
opted to open his newest restau- 
rant in Northeast D.C. 

With the kind of competition 
in Columbia Heights, Dasher said, 
“you have to really be something 


totally different to make a consum- 
er or patron want to come to your 
business. And I don’t think that 
my concept was strong enough 
for that. So, I wanted to go into a 
neighborhood where I could exceed 
all the expectations.” 

Ian Hilton, one of the Mar- 
vin owners, said he turned down 
space in brand-new buildings 
in favor of one that has been 
vacant and boarded up for years. 


have the ability 
to change the 
nature and tone of 
a neighborhood.” 


Unlike national chains, many of 
which have dramatically slowed 
or stalled expansion, he said he 
does not rely on a lot of demo- 
graphic statistics to make choic- 
es about expansion. “You kind of 
do it more on instinct and kind of 
what you can see walking around 
the neighborhood with your eyes 
open,” he said. 

Keith Sellars of the Washington, 
DC Economic Partnership, which 
attracts retailers to the city, said 
the reason for selecting out-of-the- 
way spots is customers in search 
of a unique retail experience. “The 
local mom-and-pop entrepre- 
neurs — they’ve seen the signals, 
and they respond faster than the 
national retailers,” he said. 

Dasher made a simple calcula- 
tion in choosing the 101-year- old 
building at 2200 Martin Luther 
King Jr. Ave. SE: There were no 
competitors in a six-mile radius. 
Plus, rent was $15 less per square 
foot than in Columbia Heights, 
enough savings that she can hire 
an off-duty police officer to man 
the door at all times. 

She said she would be coming to 
Southeast whether or not the U.S. 
Department of Homeland Securi- 
ty was building a massive campus 
nearby — but she is aware of the 
number of employees — 14,000 — 
who are expected to arrive. She said 
she expects most workers to go out 
for lunch once a week and that “right 
now, if they’re on this side of town, 
they have to come here.” Jonathan

there and courting his wife, Rosa

WHY HE’S SUCCESSFUL: He’s always 
learning. “For me, my job is not 
enough. Diversity of interests, 
range of abilities to learn complete- 
ly new things has always been my 
view of what success is all about. 
... I’m really trying to catapult 
what I’ve been privileged to have, 
which is relationships with presi- 
dents and heads of state and being 
an adviser to very important peo- 
ple, but also to lay on a whole dif- 
ferent set of things beyond my job 
and try to learn about many other 
aspects.”

FIRST JOB: “My first job was baby- 
sitting ... for a number of people 
in my building where I lived with 
my mom and dad, ... By sheer coin- 
cidence, all of the kids were little 
boys. I was the high school guy, 
and they all wanted me as their 
baby sitter rather than a girl. We 
would go down to the front yard 
and play soccer, then we would 
go upstairs and I would heat up 
the dinner that their moms had 
left.” 


BEST JOB: Schechter earned bache- 
lor’s and master’s degrees in inter- 
national relations at Johns Hop- 
kins University. “After I graduated, 
I ... was hired by National Public 
Radio to co-produce a show called 
‘Understanding Western Europe- 
an Politics.’ They sent me to four 
European capitals to interview pol- 
iticians. ... I had a budget to invite 
four well-known and interesting 
people to restaurants. ... It doesn’t 
get any better than that.” 

WORST JOB: Schechter quit his job 
at New York-based Sawyer Miller 


Group, a political consulting firm, 
to work for presidential candidate 
H. Ross Perot. “Everybody gets one 
incredibly stupid move in a life- 
time. I got mine in 1992 when I 
left my previous job ... along with 
[CLS partner] Charlie Leonard, 
and we both became deputy cam- 
paign managers for Ross Perot. I 
got picked up [at the airport] by 
some kid who took me to a fur- 
nished house on a golf course. He 
handed me some keys and said, 
‘And this is your car. I have to 
take a cab. Here’s a map that will 
get you to the office.’ That was on 
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July 6. On July 17, we all resigned 
en masse ” 

WHY HE QUIT THE CAMPAIGN: “If you 

think back to the 1992 Perot cam- 
paign, one of the things that was 
absolutely the most horrifying was 
the speech that he gave to the annu- 
al convention of the NAACP, in 
which he used words like ‘you all’ 
and ‘you people.’ Two days after I 
got to the office, we turned on the 
TV and learn the man we worked 
for was making this speech. None 
of us had any ... clue that he was 
considering doing this. ... It was 
11 days of agony, and then it was 
over. It did allow me to be free to 
talk to Charlie and Bob [Chlopak] 
about joining forces to start the 
firm, so there was a silver lining 
in the incredibly silly move to go 
to Dallas.” 


SMARTEST MOVE: After the Perot 
debacle, Schechter joined forces 
with Leonard and Chlopak, who 
had also worked at Sawyer, to form 
CLS. “To find out that I was good 
enough to give advice to people and 
they would pay for it and keep ask- 
ing for more advice has been one of 
the most fulfilling things in my life. 
... I have been privileged to be in 
the room where ... I got to see how 
men of great power actually make 
decisions ... men in politics and 
heads of state, but also men who 
run businesses, and their business- 
es were under great threat and the 
decisions they were making at that 
very moment could have revived or 
sunk their businesses.” 

WHAT INSPIRES HIM: “Being able to 
take something I know nothing 
about and ... become knowledgeable 



enough to hold my own in a conver- 
sation or to have an opinion on the 
subject. ... Also, to see my kids doing 
the same thing — picking up sub- 
jects they are interested in and get- 
ting into it with some level of detail 
— is a wonderful thing.” 

WHAT’S NEXT: Traveling with his 
family to Tel Aviv so that he can 
help manage the winery, and a third 
novel. “I have a job that affords me 
a lot of good stories, so all I had to 
do was be a good storyteller.” 

ADVICE TO THE ASPIRING: “First, qual- 
ity is the most important thing 
... being able to offer thought- 
ful, smart advice. ... The other is 
don’t try to remain at a level that 
you are. Always strive to get to

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A Fall Into Life Coaching 


A blackout helped 
a Fed embrace his 
spiritual side and a 
true career calling 

Bob Gordon has found exactly what 
he wants to do in life. Too bad it 
took several decades and a near- 
death experience to figure it out. 

On and off for 32 years, the 
Silver Spring resident had been a 
Fed — first with the Department 
of Labor, then in consulting, then 
at Commerce, then Labor again. 
Most of his career was spent help- 
ing Others advance: developing 
leaders, running a sabbatical pro- 
gram, teaching experts how to train 
employees. 

Gordon enjoyed this work, but 
the bureaucracy could be frustrat- 
ing. “I preferred to talk with indi- 


viduals about the meaning of life 
and help them get along with one 
another,” he says. “I just didn’t 
think I could make a living at it.” 

Then a few things happened. 
First, his wife, Robyn, enrolled in 
a master’s program at Tai Sophia 
Institute, a school in Laurel that 
teaches healing arts, broadly inter- 
preted to cover everything from 
acupuncture and Chinese herbs to 
inciting business and life chang- 
es. Its best-known guest lectur- 
ers include alternative physicians 
Andrew Weil and Deepak Chopra. 
“My woo-woo tolerance is low, so I 
was skeptical,” Gordon says wryly, 
“but I was impressed by her new 
calm and loving equanimity.” 

The way the students helped 
one another discover their call- 
ings, spiritually and vocational- 
ly, impressed him, too — enough 


SO that in 2005 he enrolled in the 
school’s Creative Leadership cer- 
tificate program. The guy who 
pushed paper and handled groups 
found himself in a course 
where classmates told 
him he was funny and 
thoughtful, and great 
one on one. 

The nine-month pro- 
gram, now called Trans- 
formative Leadership (Tai. 
edu/GCTransLeader.aspx; 410-888- 
9048), aims, as the school puts it, 
to “create constructive change” in 
the community, the workplace and 
the self Students practice conflict 
resolution, persuasion, collabora- 
tion and ways to move new ideas 
from thought to action. 

“The Transformative Leader- 
ship program awakens students 
to the power of language and their 


personal presence as they devel- 
op effective leadership skills and 
approaches,” said interim director 
Cheryl Walker. Classes are offered 
in executive format — Friday 
evenings and all weekend 
— SO students can keep 
their day jobs; tuition is 
about $8,000. 

The second thing 
that changed Gordon’s life 
was a fall. Talking with his 
wife about feeling stuck at work, 
he said, “I wonder what I’d do if I 
weren’t living out of fear?” — and 
promptly passed out, falling back- 
ward and hitting his head on the 
stairs. Doctors diagnosed a seizure 
but couldn’t find a cause. 

Gordon took his blackout as 
a wake-up call to live “a more 
authentic life.” Less than a year 
after finishing his certificate, he 



left government, intending to help 
Others find their authentic selves, 
too, through whatever opportu- 
nity presented itself first. When 
someone who had trained him in 
volunteer grief counseling years 
before asked him to take on a few 
patients of his own, he did — for 
free — and discovered “I’m meant 
to work with people on their deep- 
est issues.” 

Three years ago Gordon began 
selling his services as a life coach.

meeting clients in cafes, then at Tako- 
ma Park’s Still Point day spa, then at 
the Pastoral Counseling & Consul- 
tation Centers of Greater Washing- 
ton. “Instead of effecting a modest 
amount of change on many people, 
I can now effect deep change on one 
or a couple,” he explains. 

According to the Internation- 
al Coach Federation, life coaches 
charge an average of $136 an hour. 
Though annual income from life 
coaching averages $24,539, that 
figure includes part-timers; also, 
career and executive coaches make 
more. The real payoff may be in 
personal terms, such as when Gor- 
don worked for eight months with 
a man facing a life-threatening ill- 
ness. “With someone to listen and 
facilitate his growth,” he says, “he 
recovered a love of life and renewed 
old relationships.” 

Gordon was so moved by his Tai 
Sophia and coaching experiences 
that he made even more changes: 
He continued at Tai Sophia to earn 
a master’s degree, and in 2008 he 
enrolled at Loyola University Mary- 
land to become a licensed profes- 
sional counselor. When he com- 
pletes that training, he’ll be able 
to treat a wider range of illness- 
es and may make more, but even 
before that, “Tai Sophia led me to 
the right path.” ellen ryan

Color Them Elaborate 


The National’s new

CD Review 

The National’s music maybe down- 
hearted at times, but its career is 
certainly on the upswing. 

Based in Brooklyn, the group is 
composed of Matt Berninger and 
two pairs of brothers: Aaron and 
Bryce Dessner (both guitarists, 
with Aaron also playing piano), 
and Bryan and Scott Devendorf (on 
bass and drums, respectively). The 
success of the band’s slow-burn- 
ing album “Boxer,” which made 
just about everyone’s best-of-2007 
lists, has upped the hj^pe for its new 
release, “High Violet.” 

Berninger has been tweaking

the sound of his complex songs 
with each album, and “High Vio- 
let” is a collection of probably the 
most elaborate tracks yet, works 
of tangled moodiness consistently 
elevated with stirring crescendos 
punctuated by muted percussion 
and even deep woodwinds. 

Berninger’s baritone delivery 
is utterly sincere, even if his lyr- 
ics verge on the overly dramatic. 
Whether it’s a cry of lovesickness 
or just an expression of anxiety, 
“High Violet” covers the emo- 
tional landscape from fear (“With 
my kid on my shoulders I try/Not 
to hurt anybody I like,” he sings 
in “Afraid of Everyone”) to out-

right misery (“Sorrow found me 
when I was young/Sorrow wait- 
ed, sorrow won” begins the sec- 
ond track — you guessed it — 
“Sorrow”). 

But the album doesn’t just 
lie prostrate, basking in its own 
despair. It’s also about the jour- 
ney of recovery, learning to hold 
on and resisting the fear: “Terri- 
ble Love” talks of “walking with 
spiders” but promises “I won’t fol- 


low you into the rabbit hole” even 
though “it takes an ocean not to 
break.” Some of the best moments 
are the tenderest: Later songs 
are softer around the edges, and 
“England” hits some of the great- 
est heights on the album with its 
swelling horns. 

“High Violet” ends up working 
because it eventually digs itself out 
of its own ponderous hole, reliev- 
ing the pressure of the first songs’ 
apprehension and easing into a 
gentler, more hopeful place.
